NEW BRUNSWICK, NJ., June 
6—A truckload of sheep—of all 
things—fell victim to a trucker’s 
nightmare early yesterday. 

Pitt Donald, 38 years old, was 
at the wheel of a trailer-truck, 
traveling south on the Jatnesburg 
bridge. By his side, sound asleep, 
was his helper, 19-year-old Earl 
Cherry.. They had brought the 
load up from Franklin, Ky., and 
were heading for the Jersey City 
stockyards.

BERLIN, June 6—One of the 
more intriguing aspects of the 
current phase of the cold war in 
Berlin. has. been the disappear- 
ance from public view in the last 
two weeks of East German Pre- 
mier Otto: Grotewohl. 

Grotewohl’s absénee is causing 
much speculation. His last ap- 
pearance was on May 23 when he 
delivered to the East German 
Parliament a denunciation of the 
contractual agreement between 
West Germany and the Western 
Allies and réad out the — 
of counterattacks by the 


munists. 

Reporters. who were present 
say that it was a disspirited, de- 
fensive and poorly delivered 
speech. — 

Since then; the man who has 
been signing government decrees 
and making the government policy 
declarations has been the Secre- 
tary-General of the S.E.D. (Com- 
munist) party in East Germany, 
Walter Ulbricht. 

Grotewohl is not an old Com- 
munist but a converted Soeial 
Democrat. It may well. be. that— 
as happened last week to the 
Romanian non-Communist Prime 
Minister, Petro*Groza — Grote- 
wohl’s usefulness to the Soviets is 
ended and his time is up. 


Ulbright is Moscow-schooled. 
He not only sports a Lenin-like 
goatee but is reported lately to 
be cultivating a Russian accent 
to his German speech.

wohl was at the Leipzig conven-

His disappearance coincides 
not only with the shakeup in Ro- 
mania but with the shift of Am- 
bassador Georgi M. Pushkin from 
East Berlin back to Moscow to 
be deputy Foreign Minister; the 
recall of Soviet Ambassador 
Georgi Zarubin from London to 
Moscow, and a shuffle in the 
Communist government in Czech- 
oslovakia. 

One line of speculation is that 
Pushkin, who helped the Roma-

He was Ambassador to Canada 
at the time a Russian spy ring 
was alleged to have stolen some 
atomic secrets. However, the 
royal commission which investi- 
gated the ring reported on June 
27, 1946, that the Soviet Ambas- 
sador had no part in the “im- 
bay and inadmissible activi- 
ties.” 

. The Canadian report on the spy 
ring said in part: 

“The evidence before us is that 
these members of the embassy, 
who were engaged in improper 
and inadmissible activities, oper- 
ated in special sections of the 
embassy, the operations of which 
were quite distinct from the offi- 
cial and legitimate activities of 
the Soviet embassy... .”

“no right of access to the secret 
rooms in the special wing on the 
second floor of the embassy,” the 
report said. 
| Panyushkin said he will leave 
Sunday for New York on his way 
back to Moscow through Sweden.

Panyushkin has been Russian 
Ambessador to the United States 
since Dec. 31, 1947. 

His disclosure that he did not 
intend. to return to his post con- 
tradicted earlier Russian embassy 
statements that his trip was a va- 
cation and that he planned to 
come back. 

Panyushkin shrugged and said, 
“TI wouldn’t like to comment,” 
when asked by reporters what his 
new assignment would be.

WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
The Senate last night put off 
action on the economic controls 
bill until Monday in a maneuver 
by Administration leaders to 
stave off a vote on an amendment 
offered by Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia.

After a hot argument over the 
proposal, the Senate voted 42 to 
38 to put off further acticn on 
the pending bill to extend the 
Governmeni'’s powers to control 
such tiiings as wages, prices, rents 
and materials. Democratic Sena- 
tors Hennings of Missouri and 
Douglas of Illinois voted for the 
delay. Republican Senators Kem 
of Missouri and Dirksen of Illinois 
voted against it. 

Democratic Leader McFarland 
of Arizona and other Administra- 
tion men fought the Byrd amend- 
ment hard. McFarland noted that 
union-management negotiations in 
the steel increase were under way 
at the White House, and said a 
settlement might possibly be 
reached by next Monday or Tues- 
day, if nothing was done to dis- 
turb them. 

An Irritahit, Humphrey Says. 

Senator Humphrey (Dem.), Min- 
nesota, said the only effect of 
the Byrd amendment would be to 
“irritate the situation and outrage 
the participants” in the White 
House negotiations. Taft-Hartley, 
with its provisions for 80-day in- 
junctions against big strikes, 
bitterly opposed by union lead-, 
ers. :

Russell Opens Debate.

The Senate was called into ses- | 
sion two hours early, in a contin- | 
uing effort to finish its work be- | 
fore the national party conven- 
tions start next month. Russell 
used the first hour to outline con- 
tributions of agriculture toward 
the nation’s defense. He said ad- 
vances in farming, through power 
machinery, fertilizers and soil 
conservation methods, have re- 
leased manpower for the fighting 
forces and defense production. 

Even with serious floods and 
drouth last year, said Russell, a 
candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, produc- 
tion of the nation’s farmers was 
28 per cent above the prewar 
level.

PHILADELPHIA, June 6 — 
Jersey Joe alcott still is the 
aging boxing champion of the 
world today and has the situation 
under control. 
He is champion not only be- 
' Cause he’s quite a cagy fighter 
: but also because the man who 
tried to wrest it from him— 
thus to become the first ever to 
lose the heavyweight title then 
= - back—just hasn’t got the 


Ezzard Charles, favored at 1 
to 2 to do something nobody had 
ever done before, failed miser- 
ably in Philadelphia’s Municipal 
Stadium last night. He failed 
because he fought, of all things, 
a safety first fight. This made 
for something less than a sensa- 
tional bout. 

His was the task to storm the 
fortress and pull the title away 
from Walcott. That is the way 
championships have to be won. 
Instead of that he acted like a 
boxer coming up who wanted to 
last the distance with a danger- 
ous opponent. 

Ht Was Thought. 

Officially, Charles had an edge 
of about seven years in age on 
Walcott. It was their fourth 
meeting. He had beaten Jersey 
Joe twice and lost to him once on 
what many thought was a lucky 
punch. So the advantage ap- 
peared to be his. The age advan- 
tage may ve a lot more than 
seven years because Walcott, 
while asserting that he is 38, is 
generally suspected to be some- 
thing over 40. Charles will be 
31 his next birthday. Walcott 
weighed 19642 to 191%, five 
pounds difference, negligible be- 
tween heavyweights. 

Charles, it was thought, would 
show the fire and drive which 
he had lacked previously. He 
would swarm all over Walcott 
and knock out the veteran. 

But, no. He chose to lay back 
and, apparently, wait for Walcott. 
If it hadn’t been for Walcott 
there just wouldn’t have been 
any fight. He, the champion, 
was supposed to wait for the chal- 
lenger to come to him. ‘Those 
fight men who picked Walcott 
in advance to win thought that 
was the only thing which would 
give him a chance for he is a 
deadly counter puncher and a 
fine defensive boxer. 

Instead of that the old boy 
took charge and stayed in the 
driver’s seat throughout most of 
the engagement. He paced him- 
self well so that his aging legs 
carried him the full distance and 
he was giving about as good as 
he was taking at the final bell. 

Good Job by Reftree. 

The decision for Walcott was 
unanimous by the referee and the 
two judges. The referee, Zach 
Clayton, scored it nine rounds for 
Walcott to six for Charles; Judge 
Buck McTiernan eight to seven 
for Walcott and Pete Tomasco, 
seven for Walcott, six for Charles 
and two even. Clayton, a fire- 
man, was the first Negro, so far 
as is known, to referee a world 
heavyweight boxing championship 
match. 

And he did a good job under 
tough circumstances. Both Wal- 
cott and Charles are big, strong 
men and they did considerable 
clinching. Clayton pried them 
apart repeatedly and kept urging 
the fighters on to better efforts, 

While the officials voted unani- 
mously for Walcott, newspaper re- 
porters at the ringside were di- 
vided in their opinions. More ap- 
peared to have thought Charles 
won than Walcott. One wire serv- 
ice, taking a ppll of the writers, 
—reported that of the first 33 
interviewed, 18 thought Charles 
had won while 15 strung along 
with the official verdict. 

The writer scored the fight for 
Walcott, eight rounds for Joe, 
four for Charles and three even. 
It was thought that a round or 
two given to Charles was gen- 
erous scoring. 

Thinking” of World Tour. 

In any event, Walcott rules the 
roost today and carf dictate the 
terms of his future activities. He 
has no contracts and no commit- 
ments for future bouts. 

His manager, Felix Bocchicchio, 
said they would think over their 
plans for a couple of days before 
making up their minds but would 
be interested in a match this Sep- 
tember, if the money is right. 

“Otherwise we will go on a 
world tour,” he said. 

So the International Boxing 
Club, which controls the big 
, matches, has Walcott on its hands 
whether it wants him or not. 

The I.B.C., of course, . had 
planned a bout between -Harry 
Matthews of Seattle, Wash., and 
Rocky Marciano, Brockton, Mass.,

chiefly of generalities extolling 
the basic virtues or giving the 
once-over-lightly to the cruel 
‘problems of our times. 

The general is not an inspired 
orator, though a deep sincerity 
permeates his every platitude. 
Correspondents who had come 
rather a long distance for such 
pallid fare were quick to suggest 
that the candidate favors an early 
spring and is against the man- 
eating shark. Such simple decla- 
rative sentences as “the council- 
man of today is the national lead- 
er of tomorrow” also stirred 
memories of Calvin Coolidge who 
saw Americans everywhere he 
went in America. 

Reaction to Critics. 
Candidate Eisenhower, how- 
ever, thinks he knows what he is 


stubbornly to the _  critics—all 
friendly, some cynical, some 
sophisticated—who wanted him to 
ginger it up a little, 

The finished product was his 
own design, fashioned by him de- 
liberately and purposefully. 

At the cornerstone laying he 
sought to remind Americans of 
the moral virtues of their heri- 
tage. Sometimes he barely 
avoided the mawkish and there 
was one genuinely unfortunate 
reference to the Deity as “the 
Dealer” who wanted you to play 
the cards handed you the best 
way you could; but, on the whole, 
his cornerstone-laying address 
was suitable and sincerely felt. 
A Kansas audience is not very 
emotional but they liked it and 
the chances are that the rest of 
the country will, too. 

Clearly Eisenhower thinks that 
an important element missing in 
politics is moral leadership and 
he is ready to provide it. 

The design of his formal speech 
was more crafty. In it he sought 
to answer various criticisms by 
Senator Taft and like-minded Re- 
publicans but without identifying 
the critics, stating the basic issue 
plainly or offering his solution, 

Points He Sought to Make. — 
This was done by describing 
four evils — “dangerous lapses 
from the American way.” It is 
not easy to disentangle these ills 
from the niass of Eisenhower ver- 
biage but the points he was trying 
to make roughly are: 

1. He is not a New Dealer. This 
was put over in the form of a 
tribute to “the free system” and 
an attack on “unreasonable an- 
tagonism between economic ele- 
ments of our country,” and was 
emphasized by further assault on 
inflation, bureaucracy and exces- 
sive taxation. 

2. He is against big govern- 
ment, in this section of his fre- 
marks, efficiency, economy, and 
limitation of federal power were 
extolled. 

3. He recognizes the internal 
dangers of programs so large they 
might promote chaos at home and 
so on. No real retreat was sug- 
gested internationally; on _ that 
point he did not waver. But he 
did accept the argument that the 
American economy can stand only 
so much.

1. To reduce the number of 
combat units—divisions or air 
groups and their support;

In Europe, particularly, the 
equipment would have been used 
largely to equip reserve units. 
The European countries all have

“Mr.” Eisenhower’s press conference at Abi- 
lene was far and away his sternest political test 
to date. How well he did in handling the ques- 
tions shot at him from among some 200 top- 
flight newspaper correspondents probably will 
not be judged entirely on his answers. 


Those who are for Eisenhower will be overly 
generous. Those who are against him will be 
more than severely critical. For an independent 
appraisal, we propose the view that he came 
through on the whole, pretty well and that is 
better than might have been expected under 
the circumstanices. 

The soldier turned candidate did not have 
all the answers. That itself is refreshing in a 
potential officeholder when it is accompanied by 
an earnest intent to get the answers with the 
best of help and guidance. 

The politician who straddles for the sake of 
currying favor on both sides is a plague on 
democracy. As we listened to him, Dwight 
Eisenhower seemed to be answering, for the 
most part, as straightforwardly as his informa- 
tion and his convictions would permit. \ 

* * . 


Almost every question put to him opened up 
a field of discussion about which there are the 
sharpest differences of opinion. Literally books 
have been written about most of them. The 
Eisenhower answers or comments, when he with- 
held an answer, need to be elaborated as fully 
as he can in the campaign ahead. 


Some opponents will make much of the fact 
that he favors solving the problem of racial 
equality, including equal employment rights, if 
possible on a state level. A fair view is that this 
represents a conviction concerning our federal 
system of government. For few men of our 
time have had to work with so many different 
peoples and to compose as many nationalistic 
doubts and rivalries as Dwight Eisenhower— 
and have done it so successfully. 


The answer to the question about Gen. Mac- 
Arthur naturally got into the headlines. But 
actually all Gen. Eisenhower said was that he 
served under Gen. MacArthur, that he believed 
MacArthur knew a lot about the Far East and 
that he would consult him, as he would consult 
others. He did not say he would not relieve 
a subordinate of his command if that subordi- 
nate did not follow national policy. He did not 
in any way disavow what the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and the Commander in Chief did in the 
MacArthur case. 

* - e 

On such an issue as federal aid to education, 
the candidate had a thoughtful view to present. 
He favors aid to those states which need outside 
help to raise their educational standards to a 
fair level. But why provide aid to all states and 
thus enlarge the federal bureaucracy? Apparent- 
ly he would grant educational aid to depressed 
areas as he would apportion flood relief—to the 
regions which need it. 

The big issue, he said, is peace and security. 
He did not spell out the details, but neither did 
he criticize the nation’s course in Korea. As 
for Europe he worked hard at implementing the 
national policy there for more than a year. Here 
his competence can be judged from the record. 


Dwight Eisenhower has lots more to say and, 
in his case, that means lots more to learn. But 
he learns fast, as all who have been associated 
with him know, Already this recent lifetime 
soldier has shown more disposition to decide 
issues than many a politician who has spent his 
career in public office.

Symington Against Oil Grab 

A reader of the Post-Dispatch asked in our 
letter column a few days ago where Stuart 
Symington stood on the issue of the title to off- 
shore oil. The implication of the question was 
that Mr. Symington had not taken a stand 
whereas Attorney General J. E. Taylor, who 
also seeks the Democratic nomination for Sena- 
tor, has made his position clear—on the side of 
national ownership for the security of all the 
people. 

Mr. Symington leaves fio doubt whatever as 
to how he sees this important issue. Speaking 
before the Non-Partisan Political League ‘of the 
International Association of Machinists, District 
9, he declares in the most unhesitating terms 
that he would not turn the offshore oil reserves 
over to the states for private exploitation. 


President Truman has vetoed the oil grab leg- 
islation and it is doubtful whether there are 
enough votes in Congress to override. Even s0 
there is no guaraftee that another session will 
not bring another grab. So far as our records 
show, Senator Kem is not recorded on the off- 
shore oil issue although he has been in Con- 
gress for five and a half years. 

It would be good insurance for Missourians 
and other Americans to have Stuart Symington 
in the Senate to vote against such grabs in the 
future. 
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Will Congress Use I Its Power? 


Only Congress, as the Supreme Court has 
properly ruled, has the power to authorize emer- 
gency seizure of a vital industry to end a strike. 
But will Congr@ss use its power? That question 
flowing’ from the court’s decision in the steel 
case presents itself in two forms. 


One is the issue of legislation to deal with 
the steel strike itself. While the union-manage- 
ment negotiations aré going on at the White 
House, Congress can dodge this issue in the hope 
that a settlement may eliminate it. Most mem- 
bets are no doubt grateful for the opportunity. 
It is much easier to condemn the President's 
action than to -take responsibility for action 
oneself. 

But in its second form the iesue ought not to 
be dodged. The history of the steel dispute indi- 
cates a need for legislation to cope with any 
other such disputes which may arise during the 
defense emergency, The Taft-Hartley Act and 
other procedures do not meet the need because 
they do not provide @ procedure for maintaining 
vital production after collective bargaining, me- 
diation, ‘strike postponements and such have 
failed to bring abéut agreement. 

Seizure in some form, and carefully safe- 


guarded, ought to be-authorized. And if it is to 


be fait, seizure must fmpose equal sacrifice upon 
both parties to the dispute. 

Senator Maybank’s proposal hardly meets 
that test. In addition to banning strikes for 120 
days before séigure could take place—which is 
more severe than the Taft-Hartley Act— he 
would freeze wages under seizure but provide 
for paying compensation to the owners, Thus

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Sending Viedgaas to College 

Occasional panty raids and other frivolities to 
the contrary notwithstanding, we Americans are 
putting a higher and higher value on. higher 
education, Employers are beginning to look for 
a college degree as they once asked for a high 
school diploma. And it would seem that the 
Government is going to make sure that they 
shall not look in vain. 

A new veterans’ benefits bill has just been 


~ adopted in the House by the staggering margin 


of 361 to 1. It probably will encounter no serious 
obstacles in the Senaté. The 
called the Korean G.I. Bill, but since it carries no 
cut-off date, it probably will apply to all veter- 
ans for years to come. Among other advantages, 
it offers monthly educational payments of $110 
to eligible veterans ($150 if they have one or 
more dependents) where the G.I. bill eovered 
tuition up to $500 a year plus monthly payments 
ranging from $75 to $120. 

Under the old G.I. Bill, tuition payments were 
made to the schools. Under the new legislation, 
the veterans will meet this expense out of: their 
monthly allotments. Rep. Olin F. Teague, the 


Texas Democrat who sponsored the new Dill, 


said this would eliminate red tape and put the 
veterans more nearly on a footing with other 
students. Also, it is calculated to induce a vet- 
eran to dig into his own pocket to make up the 
difference between the government payments 
and what he would have to pay for his educa- 
tion at many colleges and universities. Oppon- 
ents argued that it would induce veterans to go 
to less expensive institutions. 


After World War II, hundreds of schools were 
opened with apparently no other purpose than 
to cash in on the G.I. benefits. To be eligible 
under the pending bill, schools would have to 
find at least 25 per cent of their students among 
non-veterans. Also veterans would not be al- 
lowed to use federal funds for courses in base- 
ball, ballroom dancing, bartending and other 
non-academic subjects. 

More significant than any such details, how- 
ever, is the fact that every American young 
man who- puts on the uniform—and most of 
them may have to do so in the years ahead— 
under this bill would be guaranteed some meas- 
ure of collegiate education. This will mean a 
great test not only for those who are to receive 
this training, but also for the institutions which 
must: provide it. Will the colleges in the future 
do for the many what they have done in the 
past for the few? Can they do it? 

If educational standards are to be cut down 
to the lowest common denominator, the prospect 
is disappointing. If on the other hand, individu- 


als are to be helped to meet high standards, . 


then there is a new and bright hope for our 
democracy. A self-governing people cannot have 
too many well educated individuals. 
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That Is Skyhootin’ 


Inflation, Gen. Eisenhower remarked at his 
press conference in Abilene, would cause prices 
and everything else to go “skyhootin’.” This is 
a Kansas kind of word, and will be sufficient 
proof to the folks in Abilene that their urbane 
general is a Kansan still. 

Not that “skyhootin’” eat be proved-to have 
a Kansas origin. In fact, most dictionaries of 
good or bad usagé do not even mention it, and 
“The American Thesaurus of Slang” merely 
lists it with other words under “to depart hur- 
riedly.” 

We do not know where skyhootin’ came from. 
Maybe it came from the old West, when Wild 
Bill Hickok was the law in Abiléné, and the 
cowpokes sometimes went skyhootin’ off their 
ornery broncs. In any evént, it fs that kind of 
word, and “to depart hurriedly” is a tepid 
translation. 

Skyhootin’ really means hootin’ skyward, and 
that is not departing hurriedly but departing like 
hell, or maybe to it. Skyhootin’ is skedaddling 
in an upward and outward direction. Jt is more 
explosive than to cut and run, faster than to 
git up and git, quicker than to bust leather, and 
farther than to up and dust. And speaking of 


inflation, that’s exactly what Gen. Eisenhower 


meant. 
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Barriers to Trucking 

Missouri and nine other states are engaged 
in a sensible though still tentative effort to 
write an interstate fruck compact. A conference 
of representatives of Southwestern and Mid- 
western states, called by Gov. Johnston Murray 
of Oklahoma, has recéived two committee re- 
ports urging such a compact, 


The trucking industry has long complained of 
legal barriers at state lines. Laws as to weights, 
sizes, fines and safety equipment vary from 
state to state. Trucks often have to stop for 
removal of part of their cargo or for outright 
re-shipment when going from one state to an 
othér. All this is unfair to truck companies and 
sometimes expensive for shippers. 


An interstate compact would provide uniform 
regulations. Thése would have to be written 


with due caution as to load limits and safety 


rules. The weakest state laws could not be ac- 
cepted as a basis fot states which are careful 
about. how trucks use their roads. But if the 
effort to write a compact is successful, a lot of 
unnecessary obstacles to truck transportation 
would come tumbling down. 


Kid Gloves on Koie 


It is becoming increasingly clear that on Koje 
island the U.N. command is grappling with a 
situation of the most extreme delicacy. Leaders 
of the 80,000 Red POWs are defiant and not 
likely to respond to ultimatums their cap- 
tors unless the ultimatums are backed by force. 

But force, if it must Be used, had best be ap- 
plied with the utmost care, for the Communists 
hold some 11,500 U.N. prisoners, including about 
$200 Americans, In effect, thé U.N. prisoners 
are helpless hostages upon whom the Commu- 
nists can visit deadly reprisals for happenings 
on Koje.* — 

Obviously the situation is one in which we 
are at @ decided disadvantage. We may expect 
that the prisoners of Koje will continue, at every 
opportunity, deliberately to foment incidents for

This is my concept. Loyalty to our 
country is loyalty to its form of govern- 
ment, its institutions and its democracy. 
It is an understanding that it is not as 
yet perfect in its nature, and we therefore 
have a duty to work for its betterment 
through. constitutional and democratic 
methods. 


Democracy is not only a goal in itself 
but is the means to that end. That to ob- 
tain that goal, it is not enough to oppose 
its enemies, totalitarianism, whether Com- 
— fascist or any other kind of author- 

cre pas bay but that one must affirmative- 
> support any a methods and aspira- 
tions. Only defmocracy and more democ- 
-racy will eventually destroy its opposite— 
totalitarianism. 


To support democracy, one has &n obli- 
gation to spread the benefits of démoc- 
racy to all those who are exploited, denied 
civil rights a liberties, to those discrim- 
inated against in social, economic and po- 
litical spheres, regardless of tace, color 
or creed.

SURGEON FOR SWE 
TREATMENT OF ULCERS 


Dr. Ochsner Urges Removal 
of Affected Parts as if 
They Were Cancers. 


Stomach ulcers should be 
treated as if they were cancers, 
with operation to remove the af- 
fected parts, Dr. Alton Ochsner, 
noted surgeon of New Orleans, 
La., told fellow-alumni at Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 


cine today. 
“This is a radical approach, but 
unless we do something different 


able survival rate from cancer 
will continue,” Dr. Ochsner said. 
He spoke before physicians and 
surgeons from throughout the 
United States at this morning’s 
scientific session of the annual 
meeting of the Washington Uni- 
versity Medical Alumni. Associa- 
tion, in the medical school audi- 
torium. 

Dr. Ochsner, professor of sur- 
gery at Tulane University School 
of Medicine and director of gen- 
eral surgery at the Ochsner Clinic 
in New Orleans, asserted that ‘95 
per cent of the people with gas- 
tric cancer today will be dead 
within five years of the date it 
was diagnosed—a sad commen- 
tary on us as a profession. It 
means we have failed to do some- 
thing.” 

Cancer of the stomach should 
be treated “before it can be diag- 
nosed clinically,” he said. 

“A man who passes the age of 
40, who has had previously good 
health and who develops persis- 


tent indigestion, particularly with 


loss of weight, should be operated 
on and his abdomen explored if 


no other cause can be found for 


from present practice, the deplor-.

That has been taken in “THE CAPTIVE CITY,” 
at the ORPHEUM THEATER, and the result is a first-rate, 
realistice drama which is tense, grim and absorbing through- 
out. 

: This film approaches the question of organized crime 
from the other end, the point of view of the ordinary citizen, 
who ultimately pays the cost,/whether he realizes it or not. 
It has John Forsythe, in an excellent, forceful naturalistic 
job of acting, as a small-city newspaper editor whose attention 
is called to the influx of a betting syndicate into his city by 
the murder of a private detective who knew too much. His 
investigation uncovers, not only the usual muscling-in of 
crime lords into the local gambling situation, but an appalling 
apathy toward it on the part of the decent citizens. 


The editor finds himself very unpopular. Property own- 
ers can get more rent from bookies than from ordinary ten- 
ants. The stench he is raising is bad for the town’s fair 
name, bad for business. Advertisers withdraw from the.news- 
paper. The chief of police is willing, but his hands are tied 
by the police board. The editor’s own partner in publishing 
the newspaper thinks he ought to let well enough alone and 
give up the crusade, and they split. Even the ministers of 
the city won’t come out boldly for him—too much pressure on. 
them from respected parishioners. With a woman witness 
murdered in a killing disguised as a suicide, and his own 
cameraman beaten up, the editor is still up against a blank 
wall, He determines to go to a hearing before the Kefauver 
committee to tell his story. He and his wife are followed by 
thugs, and finally have to get a police escort to reach the 
state capital where the hearing is being held. 


This story is based upon the actual experiences of Alvin 
Joseph Jr., the author, in his editorship of a newspaper in 
Californias Some fictional details have been added for dra- 
matic effect—for instance, no murders took place in his case 
-~—but they are handled for plot strengthening and not for. any 
melodramatic effect. As directed by Robert Wise, in a semi- 
documentary style, the film has the utter conviction of 
reality. Its terror is generated not by the usual dramatic 
deviees, but by the feeling this is actually happening, it is 
the experience of any one of us. Senator Kefauver himself 
lends credence to it by an introduction. 


This is the first big film chance for Forsythe, who was 


seen here on the stage of the American Theater as the star of _ 


“Mr. Roberts” several years ago. As a combination of acting 
ability and persuasive personality, he looks like another Bill 
Holden or Henry Fonda. 


The FBI Gets ‘Em Again 


There is another crime film, fairly good ,at the FOX. 

It is “WALK EAST ON BEACON,” a story of the breaking up 

of a Communist spy plot by the FBI, done by Louis de Roche- 

mont in his March of Time technique, using actual locales and 

Ge. many actual types for mino rroles and extra 

parts, which started the film’s “semi-docu- 

4 mentary” style. In both technique and gen- 

eral content it is greatly similar to de Roche- 

mont’s “The House on 92nd Street” which 
dealt with the capture of Nazi spies. 


That means a lot of technical detail 
about the methods of the FBI which ranges 
trom imteresting to fascinating, realism in the street and 
interior shots (the film was made in entirety in New England 
and Washington) and a brisk pace, propelled by a portentous- 
voiced narrator. George Murphy is the FBI inspector in 
charge of the case; Finlay Currie is the scientist who has, at 
an American Government laboratory, proved a revolutionary 
theory, the potentialities of which are world-shaking; and 
Karel Stepanek is the master-spy directing operations to get 
the formula from the scientist by threatening death to his 
son, held in East Berlin. The thing is well acted, engrossing 
and at times exciting up to the end, when the scientist is kid- 
naped and it goes into the chase which is and-probably always 
will be the piece de resistance of movie melodrama. 

. The deadly efficiency of these FBI men, who analyze a 
case with the objective calmness of a bunch of young bankers 
discussing a loan, and are even a step ahead of Dick Tracy in 
scientific gadgets, is quite impressive. Only I wonder why 
these brainy boys in the film didn’t think of a simple pre- . 
caution which would have occurred to any harness cop—that 
of providing a bodyguard for the scientist,

London ‘Gentleman's Gentleman’ Won't Say Wha

LONDON, June 6 (INS). 
EORGE VICTOR SPARKES 
learned while becoming the 
perfect valet that discreetness 

pays. So he has taken to jail 
with him the secret of what hap- 
pened to $150,000 worth of the 
Duc ess of Sutherland’s jewels. 
The debonair, 31-year-old 
Sparkes, the world’s most sought 
after “gentleman’s . gentleman,” 
retained. to the end of his trial 


the studied aplomb that had made - 


him aid and confidant to peers, 
admirals and diplomats. 


And when Judge Sir Tom East- 
ham sentenced him to five years 
for complicity in the theft of the 
Sutherland gems, the six-foot 
valet carefully brushed aside a 
stray lock of hair, adjusted his 
bow tie and bowed gravely to the 
bench. 

Sparkes had felt so certain of 
acquittal that on the last day of 
his trial he ordered a half case 
of vintage champagne delivered 
to his luxurious Cheyne Walk 
apartment in London for a cele- 
bration. ; 

He had airline tickets to Nice, 
France, for the following day for 
himself and his fiancee, Huguette 
Mony, a svelte, brunette French 
actress. He had reserved hotel 
rooms in Monte Carlo. 


But the weight of the evidence 
was too much for Sparkes and cut 
short a meteoric career that had 
brought him to the peak of his 
difficult profession — and an 
$8500-a-year income, more than 
the judge who sentenced him. 


Sparkes began his working life 
as an usher in a movie theater, 
and his teen-age training there 
served him well when he entered 
tue Royal Navy in World War II. 
For most of his six years of naval 
duty he was steward to admirals. 
The commander of one war vessel 
which had fought two successful 
actions against Nazi U-boats de- 
scribed him as the “complete 
butler-valet.”

his wartime superiors, Sparkes 

moved off into the giddy whirl 
of international society as valet to 
a succession of millionaires, dukes 
and earls. He traveled with his 
employers from the smart May- 
fair set in London to the plush 
watering spots of Europe.

ARELY does it help a bad 
R situation to attack the trou- 

ble, and the child who causes 
it, directly, by accusation. “You're 
jealous. That’s why you are so 
mean to your brother.”

“You're tell- 
ing a lie.” 

That kind of attack meets with 
prompt denial from the child. “I 
am not.” “I did not.” It only 
rouses his antagonism and he de- 
fends himself with whatever idea 
comes first.

DIRECT ATTACK is never 
good. Even good people with full 
faith in their uprightness shrink 
from the sharp accusation. Be 
gentle as a dove and as wise as a 
serpent. Wait for the right mo- 
ment. Take the child aside when 
you are feeling most kindly to- 
ward him and when there is no 
ill feeling within you, and try to 
get him to tell you his trouble. 

Children- who are jealous and 
therefore mean to their brothers 
or sisters, children who pilfer, 
then defend themselves with lies, 
are in deep water and don’t know 
how to get out of it: They need 
a delivering hand, not a furious 
attack. 

Try to get the child to tell you 
how he feels. There is some feel- 
ing, some emotion that has been 
stirred within him that.is causing

SOME CHILDREN are suffer- 
ing from a physical defect that 
creates unrest in their minds and 
bodies, and that brings on trou- 
ble.

T was in a Paris night spot that 
the twice-married Sparkes met 
Hughette Mony. 

Miss Mony recalled that she was 
struck immediately by his “digni- 
fied bearings” and his handsome 
appearance.

In Febru- 
ary 1952, Donald MacLeod, who 
had been a butler at the Suther- 
land home at the time of the rob- 
bery, walked into police headquar- 
ters and told the astonished police:

He confessed his part in the 
jewel robbery, and implicated 
Sparkes and Charles Albert Bur- 
ley, a 33-year-old bookmaker. All 
three were brought to trial, but 
MacLeod turned state’s evidence. 


Each day during the trial 
Sparkes showed up neatly turned 
out in striped trousers and cut- 
away coat, carrying a_ spotless 
gray Homburg and tightly rolled 
umbrella, the trademarks of his 
calling. He was calmly composed 
throughout. 

He smiled appreciatively when 
the Duchess of Sutherland said on 
the witness stand that she “liked” 
him. He shrugged off the telling 
evidence against him by other 
witnesses. When he took the wit- 
ness stand he was the most im- 
pressive figure in the courtroom. 

But, meticulously, the prosecu- 
tion built up the case against him 
-—that he had had plenty of op- 
portunity to know all about the 
Duchess’s jewels, that he had told 
MacLeod and Burley when the 
robbery could safely be made. 

Police theorized that on one of 
his many trips to Paris, Sparkes 
had taken the jewels with him 
and disposed of them on the Con- 
tinent. MacLeod recalled that 
Sparkes told him he “had been 
gypped over the price of the jew- 
elry.” 

Sparkes insisted that he knew 
nothing about the jewels and the 
jewels are still untraceéd. But 
when he walked out of the court- 
room after he had been sentenced 
—and after bowing to the judge 
from the waist—he winked saucily 
at Miss Mony. Miss Mony fol- 
lowed him out, sobbing and for- 
lornly carrying his gray Homburg 
and tightly rolled umbrella.

The heart ten, ducked in dummy, 
was taken by East’s queen, and 
East then returned the ace and a 
low trump. A low heart was led 
from the board; East won and 
shifted to the king of clubs. 

After winning with the club 
ace, declarer led the club four, 
and when East played the deuce, 
South made the good guess of 
his own six-spot. West, in with © 
the club queen, now shifted to 
the queen of diamonds, and when 
declarer played low from dummy, 
continued with another diamond, 


At this juncture declarer made 
a 300-point error. He ruffed 
East’s diamond jack, then cashed 
the club jack. That, however, was 
as far as he could go. When 
he next led the jack of hearts, 
East ruffed, and he was down to 
high cards—the club ten and the 
diamond ace. 

Perfect defense, involving the 
lead of the club ten instead of 
the king by East when he first 
attacked the club suit, would have 
produced the same result, but 
since declarer had been given an 
opportunity, he should have saved 
a trick. He not only should have 
refused to ruff the second dia- 
mond lead, but also should refuse 
to ruff a third lead of the suit; 
he should discard low clubs on 
both tricks. Then East, having
